An  ACT  for  the  Prefervation  of  the  Fire-Hooks 
and  Ladders  in  the  Town  of  Newport. 

WHEREAS  it  is  rcprefented  to  this  Afleinbly,  that  the  Fire- 
Hooks  and  Ladders  of  the  Town  of  Nexvport  have  been 
frequently  miflaid,  and  deftroyed  for  the  Wantof  fome  Perfons  pro- 
perly authorized  to  take  Charge  of  them  : 

BE  it  therefore  EnaHed  hy  this  General- JJfembly,  and  by  the  Au- 
thority thereof  it  is  hereby  Enabled,  That  it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  Freemen  of  the  Town  o(  Newport,  in  Town  Meeting  legal- 
ly aflemblcd,  yearly  and  every  Year  to  choofe  Eight  Men  from

AcRtEABLY  to  Appointment,  we  your  CommifTioners,  have  had 
fevcral  Meetings  witli  CommifTioners  from  the  State  oi Majfachu- 
JettSy  and  conferred  on  the  Subjeft  of  the  Boundary-Line,   between 
the  two  States,  and  entered  into  an  Agreement  refpeftingthe  prin- 
ciples and  Mode  of  afcertaining  the  fame,  which  we  herewith  prc- 
fent.     In   Piirfuancc  of  which  Agreement  wc  pioceeded,  and  run 
out  three  Miles  South  of  Charles-River,  from  the  moit  foutherly 
Part  or  Bend  thereof,  as  appears  by  u  Draft  or  Plat,  made  from  an 
adual   Survey  of  the  fiid  River,    by  Jojeph  llarrijon.  One  of  the 
Commilfioners  from  this  State  in  1750;  beginning  at  a  Place  fouth 
30°  W.  from  Partridge's,  Bridge  in  Franklin,  ;^G  Poles,  being  Four 
Rods  Weftward  of  a  fmall    Stone-Bridge   over  Mill-Brook,  at  its 
Jun(5tion  with  Charles  River,  which  River  appeared   to  feme  of  us 
to  be  about  twenty  Times  the  Size  of  tlie  faid  Brook.     From  this 
Place  Three  Miles  South,  terminated  on  Roberl  Blake's  Land,   a- 
bout  Sixteen  Rods  Soilthward  from  where  the  faid   Blake  informed 
the  Comminioncrs  the  Bound  of  1750  flood,   and  which  Place  he 
fhewed,  the  Stone  being  made  into  a  Wall  near  it,  and  the  Pine- 
Tree   cut  down.     The  Majachujetts  CommifTioners  then  furveyed 
from  an  Ifland  in  IVhiting'i  Fond,  defcribed    in  the  Map  oi  Jofeph 
Harrijon  aforefaid,  a  finall  Brook  running  into  the  faid  Pond  till  it 
came  to  its  Head,  as  and  for  Charles  River,  or  the  moft  Southerly 
Part  of  it,  the  faid   Brook   being  known  by  the  Name  of  Fijher'i 
Brook,  and  terminates  a  little  N.  W.  of  Fijher's  Houfe  in  Wren- 
fham.     This  Brook,  being  a  dry  Scafon  when  furveyed,  did   not 
appear  to  run  above  Ground  in  fome  Places,    though   the  Ground 
was  fwampy  and  wet.     From  this  Termination,   at  ;i    Place  where 
an  old  Chefnut  lies  fillen,   the  Majfachujetts  Commidioners  propofe 
to  meafure  off  the  Three  Miles,  to  afcertain  their  Southern  Bound- 
ary, to  a  Place  where  a  Stone  Monument  was  erefted  in  1790,   by 
Wrentham  and  Attleborough,   at  a  L^Iace  called  the  Angle  Tree,  as 
the  Boundary  between  the  Old  Colony  of  Plymouth  and  Majfachu- 
jetts.    In  Order  to  afcertain  the  Diltance  which  this  MonuiTient  lies 
South  of  theMonument  or  Line,  now  held  to  by  this  State,  and  Af^?/"- 
Jachujetts,  a  Weft  Line  was  run  277  Rods  to  the  Line   extending 
North  o(  Paivtucket-Falls,  as  run  in  1746  :  From  this  Intcrfetftion 
the  Diftance   appears  to  be  740  Rods   to  the  prefent  Line,  .  as  the 
fame  was  meafured  by  Simon  WHkinfon,  by  Direcftion  of  the  Com- 
mifTioners.    W,e  then  proceeded  to  Bullock' s-Neik,  and  run  N.  E. 
from  thence  Three  Miles,  which  pafTed  by  the   Monument  eiefled 
by  the  CommifTioners  of  this  State  in  1746,  about  Thirty-four  Rods; 
thence  we  ^cnt  to  Rumjlick-Cove,  and  meafured  off  Three  Miles 
N.  E.  which  terminated    Eight  Rods  fhort  of  the  old  Monument; 
we  then  run  from  the  moft  North-eafterly    Part  of  Briftol  Harbour, 
as  far  as  fait  Grafs  grew.    Three  Miles  N.  E.  which  fell  fhortof  the 
former  Monument  about  Thirty-feven  Rods.     In  meafuring  down 
froni  Fall-River,  v/here  it  enters  the  Bay,    to  find  the  440  Rods 

mentioned 
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mentioned  in  the  Decree  of  King  and  Council,  as  the  Spot  to  begin 
at,  by  going  round  a  fmall  Bay  we  came  to  the  Place  where  the 
Neighbours  faid  the  Commiffioners  of  1746  ran  from,  but  the  Maf- 
Jacbufetts  Commiffioners  objc(fted  to  this  Mode  of  meafuring  round 
the  Cove,  or  Inlet,  and  claimed  a  ftralghc  Line ;  it  appeared,  on 
meafuring  the  Three  Miles  Eaft  of  this  Station,  that  it  terminated 
Weftward  of  the  former  Bound  5  but  the  Courfe  leading  into  H-'att- 
upper-Pond,  the  exaft  Diftance  was  not  afcertained.  The  Eaft 
Line  from  Nannaquaquet  fell  fliort  about  1 27  Rods,  and  that  from 
Church'!,  Cove  fell  fhort  168  Rods  of  the  Monuments  now  ftanding, 
and  Ihewn  by  the  Neighbours.  In  the  feveral  Meafiuements  on 
thefe  Lines,  no  Allowance  was  made  for  the  Crook,  or  Sag  of  the 
Chain,  though  feveral  Lines  ran  through  thick  Swamps,  &c. 

At  a  Meetirig  at  Providence,  and  conferring  on  the  Subjed,  the 
Commilfioners  of  both  States  concluded  to  report  a  State  of  the  Bu- 
finefs,  fo  tar  as  we  had  proceeded,  not  being  able  to  agree  upon 
any  other  Proceeding  in  our  Appointment, 

In  Readinefs  to  give  fuch  further  Information  on  the  Subjed  as 
we  may  be  able,  and  the  Aflcmbly  may  require,  we  rcfpeftfuily  fub- 
mit  our  Report.

Jetts,  and  Rhode-Ifland,  and  Providence-Plantations,  to  afcertain 
and  mark  out  the  Boundary  Lines  between  the  faid  States,  having 
met  at  Wrentbam,  and  converfed  upon  the  feveral  Claims,  do  agree 
to  begin  to  meafurc  Charles  River,  and  meafure  off  Three  Miles 
from  the  moft  foutherly  Part,  as  claimed  by  Rhode-Ifland,  and  de- 
fcribed  by  a  Plan  or  Draft,  made  by  'Jojeph  Harrijon,  One  of  the 
Commiflloners,  who  run  laid  Line  in  1750;  and  alfo  to  run  off 
Three  Miles  South  from  fuch  Waters  as  the  Comrhiffioncrs  from 
Majfachufetts  may  aflign,  as  in  their  Opinion  to, be  the  moft  fouth- 
erly Part  of  Charles  River,  making  fuch  Monuments  as  may  ap- 
pear neceflary ;  and  that  the  fame  be  laid  before  the  refpedive 
States,  as  the  Bounds  which  according  to  our  feveral  Opinions 
ought  to  divide  the  faaie,  agreeably  to  their  refpeiStive  Charters  ;

Whereas  by  the  Laws  now  in  Force,  no  Warrant  can  be  ifTued 
in  Cafes  of  Baftardy,  againfl  a  Perfon  charged  with  being  the  puta- 
tive Father  of  the  Child,  who  lives  out  of  the  County  wherein  the 
Charge  is  made,  but  by  an  Affiftant  or  a  Juftice  of  the  Superior 
Court ;  and  it  fometimes  happens  that  neither  an  AfTiftant,  nor 
a  Juftice  of  the  Superior  Coutl,  rcfidcs  in  the  County  wherein  the 
Charge  is  made,  whereby  the  Citizens  of  fucU  County  are  fubjcdt 
to  great  Inconvenience  :

'Te  thf  HonouraMe  the  General  Assemble,  now  toMveued at  Newport, 

Agreeably  to  the  Dirc6licns  of  the  Honourable  Aflembly,  we 
proceeded  to  Cbarfejtowfc,  oh  th%  Bufiners  of  our  Appojncment,  ami 
caufed  Notice  to  be  given  to  the  Indian' Tribe  of  our  being  conven- 
ed. The  Council  for  the  Tribe,  together  with  the  areateft  Part  of 
the  Indiant,  met  us  :  We  found  the  Tribe  much  divided,  and  greal 
Uneafinrfs  appeared  to  fubfift  among  them  :  We  endeavoured  to  in- 
veftigate  the  real  Caiife  of  the  Divifiort  j  and,  opon  a  full  Inveftiga- 
tion,  it  appeared  to  originate  fiom  a  Suffiicion^  that  the  Monies  arif- 
ing  from  the  Sales  and  Rents  of  their  Lands  vvere  not  app^ropriated 
towards  thft  Difcharge  of  the  Debts  of  the  Tribe:  It  therefore  appear- 
ed to  be  neccflary.  In  order  to  accomplifh  2  Reconciliation  between 
4he  oppofed  Parties,  that  an  Enquiry  fhould  be  made  into  the  Ac- 
counts of  the  Sales  and  Rents  of  their  Lands :  We  accordingly  pro- 
ceeded on  that  Bufinefs,  and  being  affiled  by  Col.  Neyes,  one  of  the 
former  Committee,  we  made  a  Statement  of  the  Accounts  of  the  Sales 
of  the  Lands  laft  made,  which  amounted  to  Two  Hundred  Pounds  ?twj 
BbiUinis.  The  Committee's  Accounts,  and  the  Accounts  of  the  Indian 
Council,  for  their  Services,  and  the  Expenccs  which  accrued,  includ- 
ing Eighteen  Pounds  paid  by'  the  Committee  to  fFilliam  Bradford,  Efq; 
«ti3  the  Heirs  of  Rowfe  J.  Helme,  Efq;  for  Fees  due  to  them,  amounted 
to  One  Hundred  and  Thirty -nine  Pounds  Six  Sbiliir.gs  and  Elevenpence: 
A  Balance  of  Sixty  Pounds  Fifteen  Shiliings  and  Om  Penny  remains 
due  to  the  Tribe,  which  is  in  the  Hands  of  the  Committee.  Th^^re  ap- 
pear to  be  Claims  of  Individuals  againft  the  Tribe  to  a  very  confidera- 
blc  Amount,  and  in  particular  a  Demand  of  one  Mr.  Crcfs  of  upwards 
of  Two  Thoufoiid  Dollars,  including  Intertft.  Your  Committee  3r«s 
informed,  that  a  former  Committee  made  Sak  of  Lands  to  a  very 

confider- 
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cortfiJcrable  Amount,  to  difcharge  the  Demands  of  Mr.  Crojs  and 
others  againft  Y^xn^Tbomai;  but  he  being  difTatisficd  with  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  Connmittee,  declined  receiving  the  Money  tendered 
him  in  full  for  his  Demands  :  This  Money  now  remains  in  the  Hands 
of  one  of  the  former  Committee,  and  the  Demand  of  Mr.  Crofs  is 
ttill  made  againft  the  Tribe. 

We  did  not  find  ourfelvcs  authorized  by  our  Appointment  to  call 
the  former  Committees  to  a  Settlement  of  their  Accounts,  therefore 
proceeded  no  further  on  that  Bufmefs  than  we  conceived  ncccffary  to 
accomplifh  a  Reconciliation  in  the  Tribe,  which  was  in  the  firft  In- 
(tancc  our  particular  Objeft,  and  which  we  flatter  ourfelvcs  we  have 
in  a  coofiderable  Degree  accompliflied,  and  which  Will  continue,  pro- 
vided proper  Regulations  are  adopted  for  their  future  Government. 

Your  Committee  finding  their  Powers  by  their  Appointment  in- 
adequate to  make  a  general  Settlement  of  the  Concerns  of  the  Tribe, 
did  not  think  proper  to  proceed  to  eftablifh  general  Regulations  for 
the  Tribe,  as  direftcd  in  their  Appointment  j  therefore  beg  Leave  to 
report,  thai  it  appears  to  your  Committee,  that  before  general  Rcgu^ 
lations  are  cftablifhcd,  fome  proper  Pcrlon  mouia  be  appointed  as 
their  Treafurcr,  he  giving  Bond  for  the  faithful  Difcharge  of  the  Du- 
ties of  his  Office. 

YotJR  Committee  are  informed,  that,  in  Confequence  of  their  Re- 
commendation for  that  Purpofe,  the  Tribe  have  made  Choice  of  Mr. 
I.noch  Crandall,  of  Charkjiotjon,  as  their  Treafurer,  and  are  defirous 
that  he  may  be  appointed  by  the  Honourable  General  AfTcmbly 
accordingly. 

YooR  Committee  are  clearly  of  Opinion,  that  it  is  neceflary  that 
a  Committee  Ihould  be  appointed,  with  full  Powers  to  fettle  and  ad- 
juft  the  Accounts  of  all  former  Committees,  and  make  fueh  Regu- 
lations as  may  appear  to  them  moft  likely  to  eftablifh  Peace  and 
Happinefs  in  the  Tribe. 

Upon  this  Idea,  your  Committee  did  not  proceed  to  a  particular 
Enquiry,  whether  Encroachments  are  made  on  the  Lands  of  the 
Tribe  or  not,  as  dire<fl:ed  in  their  Appointment  (believing  it  will  be 
more  for  the  Intereft  of  the  Tribe  to  have  their  whole  Concerns  un- 
der the  Diredions  of  one  Committee)  :  But  are  informed  that  Tref- 
paffes  arc  committed,  Waftc  of  Timber,  (^c.  made.

MESSAGE 

To  this  Afi'emblj,  to  wit  : 

CtntUmm  cfthe  Council  and  thuPs  »f  ReprefentativtSi 

AFTER  the  Adjournment  of  the  laft  Seffion  of  the  General  Governor's 
Aflembly,  it  plcafcd  AJmighty  God,  in  his  Providence,  to  Speech, 
remove,  by  Death,  that  worthy  and  faithful  Servant  of  the  Public, 
9ERIAH  BROWN,  Efq.  Sheriff  of  the  County  of  ^ajhing- 
ton.  The  whole  State  felt  the  Lofs ;  it  felt  itfelf  deprived  of  one  of 
its  Supporters;  ofan  Officer  who  has  been  much  rcfpt-fted,  and 
greatly  andjullly  confided  in  for  a  long  Scries  of  Years,and  who  dif- 
chargcd  the  Duties  ofan  importantOffice  wuhFidelity,fiiftaining  the 
belt  of  Charadcrs,  that  ofan  honcft  Man,  and  of  a  worthy  Citjzen, 

Perhaps  there  has  not  been  another  Tnftance  in  the  State  fince 
its  firfi  Settlement,  where  one  Perlon  hss  been  (o  long  and  fo  re- 
peatedly appointed  to  the  fame  Office,  and  who  has  been  more  ge- 
nerally approved.  But  in  the  Midft  of  Urcfulncfs  he  was  fummoned 
from  this  Life  to  another.  He  has  left  his  Country,  and  particu- 
larly the  Legiflacure  of  the  State,  who  for  more  than  forty-five 
Years  part:  recognize  his  Name  on  their  Records,  as  one  of  their 
Sheriffs,  to  participate  in  Grief,  with  his  more  immediate  furviving 
Friends  andRelativcs,for  hssLofs, while  they  look  round  to  find  f  jme 
otherPerfon  qualified  to  fill  theOffice  from  which  he  has  been  called. 

This  Difpcnfation  of  Divine  Providence  has  been  more  peculiar- 
ly affecting  to  the  County  of  Wnjljington.  The  Coaftitution  and 
Laws  had  made  no  Provifion  for  lucti  a  Contingency;  it  therefore 
happened,  on  Mr.  BroWK\  Deceafe,  that  there  was  no  Perfon  au- 
thorifcd  by  Law  to  execute  in  that  County  the  Procefles  ufuaily 
executed  by  the  Sheriff,  or  his  Dej  uties.  The  common  Courfe  of 
Juftice  was  confequently  interrupted,  and  repeated  Applications 
were  made  to  me  on  the  Subjcft.  But  as  there  was  no  Authority 
competent  to  make  the  Appointment  of  a  Sheriff,  even  temporarilvp 
thort  of  the  Legiflature,  it  became  neceffary  for  the  General  Af- 
fembly  efpecially  to  convene  for  the  Purpofe,  and  1  was  under  the 
Nccefllty  of  iffuing  my  Warrants  accordingly.  As  it  would  have 
been  vcrv  intlonvenient  for  the  fanning  Interefl:  of  the  Community 
for  the  General  Affcmbly  to  have  been  convened  at  ar>  earlier  Day, 
I  endeavoured  to  fix  on  fucii  a  Time  as  would  be  attended  with  the 
lead  Inconv'^enience,  and  yet  fufiiciently  early  for  the  Legiflature, 
if  they  faw  fit,  to  adjourn  the  next  fiated  Term  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  in  M^ajhington  County  to  fome  future  Day,  in  order 
that  an  Opportunity  may  be  afforded  for  authorizing  the  Return  of 
Proceffes  thereto,  that  no  unneceffary  Delay  of  Juftice  may  exift. 

And 
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And  you  will  permit  me,  Gentlemen,  to  recommend  a  legiflatlve 
Provifion  of  this  Kind,  accordingly :  And  that  a  Law  may  be  paffcd, 
providing  in  Cafe  of  a  fimilar  Event,  of  the  Death  of  the  Sheriff  of 
any  of  the  Counties  of  the  State,  for  a  temporary  Appointment  of 
a  Perfon  toafl  as  Sheriff  until  the  next  fucceeding  Meeting  of  the 
L.egiOature. 

Permit  me.  Gentlemen,  alfo  to  fugged:  the  Propriety  of  a  Rcvi- 
£on  of  the  Laws  relative  to  the  Election  of  the  Reprefentatives  of 
this  State,  in  the  Congrefs  of  the  United  States.     By  a  Refolution, 
pafled  at  the  laft  Sefllon,  it  is  dire&cd  that  Two  Reprefencatives, 
qualified    agreeably  to  Law,  (hall  be    elefted  by  the  Freemen,  on 
the  laft  Tuefday  in  this  Month,  to  reprefent  this  State  in  the  Third 
Congrefs  of  the  United  States;  and  that  the  Choice  Ihall  be  con- 
duced on  the  Principles  of  an  hSi  pafTcd  at  the  Seirion  of  the  Le- 
giflature  in  JunSy  1790..  entitled  "  An  Aft  prefcribing  the  Mode  of 
"  elc(fling  Senators  and  Reprefentatives  to  reprefent  this    State   in 
"  the  Congrefs  of  the  United  States  of  America,   and  the  Times 
"and  Places  of  holding  the  Eleftions  ;"  and  that  a  Return  of  the 
Votes  of  the  Freemen  ihall  be  made  to  the  General  AlTcmbly,   in 
O£lobern^xx..     On  recurring  to  the  Ad  pafTed  in  June,  1790,  it  will 
be  found  that  it  was  adapted  to  the  then  exifling  Circumttances  of 
the  State,  when  but  one  Reprefentative  was  to  be  chofen.     There 
are  Two  now  to  be  defied  i  and  it  appears  to  me  neceffary,  that 
further  and  more  explicit  Provilions  fhould  be  made,  than  are  con- 
tained in  thofe  A<fls,  to  prevent  the  Difficulties  v^hich  may  arife  if 
there  (hould  be  more  than  two  Candidates,  from  the  Uncertainty  of 
the  Returns  in  Cafe  there  is  no  Provifion  for  a  numerical  Defigna- 
tion  of  the  Candidates  voted  for.     Otherwife  the    canvafTing  Com- 
mittee, on  the  Return  of  the  Votes  may  find  it  difficult,  if  not  im-

the  final  Refult  of  the  Eleftion. 

The  Confideration  of  thefe,  and  all  other  Matters  requiring  the 
legiQative  Attention  of  the  State,  I  fubmit  to  the  Two  Houfes  of

faid  Corps  or  Body  of  Horfe;  at  which  Eleftion,  no  Officer  fhall  be 
chofen  but  by  a  greater  Number  of  Votes  then  prefent,  which  fhall 
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be  by  Ballot,  and  not  othcrwife.  The  Colonel,  Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel, Major,  Captain,  Lieutenant,  and  Corret,  being  approved  by 
the  Governor  for  the  Time  being,  fhall  be  commifTioned  and  en- 
gaged in  Che  fame  Manner  that  other  military  Officers  in  this  Go- 
vernment are. 

Secondly, — That  the  faid  Corps  or  Body  ofHorfe,  (ball  meet 
and  excrcife  four  Tinies  in  each  Year,  and  Ihall  for  the  fame  Pur- 
pofe,  have  Liberty  to  meet  on  fuch  other  Days  as  they  fhall  think 
ncceffary.  And  that  for  Non-Attcndance  on  each  or  either  of  the 
Quartcriv  Days,  the  following  Fines  Ihall  be  levied,  to  and  for  the 
Ute  of  the  fald  Body  of  Horfe,  to  tuit :  The  Colonel,  f6r  each 
Diy'sl^eg]e&:,TiDelveSbiItirtgSi  Lieutenant-Colonel,  ^en Shillings i 
MajoT,  Eight  Shillings i  Captiin,  Seven  Shillings;  Lieutenant,  Six 
Shmings;  and  Cornet  i^/'-ytf  Shillings  :— "To  ht  levied  by  Warrant 
of  Diftrefs  from  the  Colonel,  or  fuperior  Officer  of  the  faid  Corps 
iot  the  Time  beir»g,  dire(fted  '  to  the  Clerk,  who  fl>all  execute  the 
fame. 

THmbLY. — That  the  faid  Corps,  or  the  greater  Number  of  them, 
ihall  have  Power  to  make  fuch  Rules  and  Orders  among  themfelves, 
as  they  {hall  think  neceffary  to  promote  the  End  of  this  Eftablifh- 
ment :  And  to  lay  fuch  Fines  and  Forfeitures  upon  any  of  their  Bo- 
dy, for  the  Breach  of  any  fuch  Rules  and  Orders,  as  they  /hall  think 
pro'^cr,  fb  as  the  fame  exceed  not  the  Sum  o(  Twelve  Shillings  for 
any  Offence.

— If  any  Officer  or  Officers  of  faid  Body  of  Hoi'fe,  (hall 
be  difapproved  of  by  the  Governor,  or  fliall  remove  out  of  faid 
Qoxinty  o( Providence,  or  fhall  die,  thjt  then  the  Colonel,  or  Com- 
manding Officef  for  theTime  being,  fhall  call  the  faid  Corps  or  Body 
of  Horfe  together,as  foon  as  conveniently  may  be,  and  choofe  another 
in  the  ROOm  of  the  faid  Officer  or  Officers,  fo  difapproved,  re- 
moved, or  dead,  in  the  fame  Manner  as  is  herein  before  defcribed. 

SnvENTHLY.— That  the  faid  Corps  or  Body  ofHorfe,   in  Time 
of  Alarm,  Ihall  be  under  the  immediate  Direftion  of  the  Captain- 
General 


General  or  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  Time  being,  of  the  State, 
and  that  the  Officers  bccommiffioned  accordingly. 

EioHTLv. — That  faid  Corps  or  BodyofHorfe  be  accoutred, 
uniformed  and  equipped,  in  fuch  Manner  as  by  a  Majority  of  them 
in  a  public  Meeting,  fhall  be  agreed  upon.

Intcreft  is  calculated,  fpecified,  and  many  of  the  Bundles  of  the 
Paper  Money  Bills  are  broken  to  Pieces. 

From  thelmpoffibilicy  that  appears  ofafcertaining  with  Certain- 
ty, to  whom  the  Import  Orders,  Sheep  and  Flax  Certificates,  &c. 
that  were  paid  in  Taxes  belong,  your  Committee  are  of  Opinion, 
that  the  whole  of  the  different  Kinds  ofState  Notes,  Import  Orders, 
Certificates  and  Paper-Money  Bills  iflued  by  this  State,  be  com- 
mitted to  the  Flames  :  Excepting  the  Four  Thoufand  Two  Hun- 
dred and  Sixty-one  Certificates,  amounting  to  Sixty-five  Thoufand 
Nine  Hundred  and  Twelve  Dollars,  and  Seventy -/even  Ninetieths, 
which  were  paid  by  this  State,  at  the  fpecial  Requert  of  Congrefs, 
in  Difcharge  of  the  Intereft  on  the  Loan  Office,  and  liquidated 
Debt  of  the  United  States  ;  which  we  think  it  will  be  moft  prudent 
to  prefervc,  until  the  final  Determination  and  Settlement  of  our 
Accounts  wich  the  United  States  be  known.

Kingpowfiy  preferred  a  Petition  to  the  General  Aflcmbly  held  at 
Previilence,  on  the  laft  Monday  in  October.,  A.  D.  1792,  Hating,  that 
a  Number  of  Subfcribers,  in  Behalf  of  the  Wardens,  Veftry  and 
Congregation,  of  St.  Paul's  Church  aforcfaid,  preferred  a  Petition 
to  this  AiTembly,  at  the  ScHion  in  Odober^  A.  D.  1791,  fliewing  tlie 
Diiticultics  of  raifmg  Money  for  making  the  neccflary  Repairs  in  the 
Chuich  Edifice,  and  prayinp;  to  be  incorporated ;  and  tliat  this 
Alfembly  did,  at  the  aforeiaid  Sefllon,  in  O^oher,  A.D.  1 791,  grant 
a  Ciiartcr  of  Incorporation  to  tlie  aforefaid  Perfons,  giving  them

half of  the  United   States  ;  provided  that  no  fu9h  Purchafe   fhall 
be  made  where  fuch  Lands   arc   the  Property  of  a  State  ; 

B  E  it  therefore  Enadled  by  this  General  j4([embly^  and  by  the 
/Authority  thereof  it  is  Enadied,  That  there  be  and  is  hereby 
granted  unto  the  United  States  of  America  all  the  Right,  Title  and

Aftto  orgaf  V¥7HERE  AS  by  the  Conftitution  of  the  United  States,  the 
nizethc  Wi'  yy  Congrefs  have  Power  to  provide  for  the  organizing,  arm- 
ing and  dil'ciplining  the  Militia,  and  for  governing  fuch  Part 
of  them  as  may  be  employed  in  tlie  Service  of  the  United  States  ; 
referving  to  the  States  relpedivcly  the  Appointment  of  the  Of- 
ficers, and  the  Authority  of  training  the  Militia  according  to  the 
Pifcipline  prefcribed  by  Congrels  :  And  whereas  the  Congrefs 
did,  on  the  Eighth  Day  of  A/^y,  A.  D.  1792,  pafs  an  A«it,  en- 
titled, "  An  Att  more  efFeftually  to  provide  for  the  national  De- 
fence, by  eftablifhing  an  uniform  Militia  throughout  the  United 
States ;"    which    Aft  is  in  the  Words  following,  to  wit  : 

"  An   ACT  more  effedually    to  provide  fur  the  national  Defence^ 
by  tjiabliflung  an  uniform  Militia  throughout  the  United  States. 

"  B  E  it  Enacltd  by  the  Senate  and  Houfe  of  Reprejcntatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  in  Conpj-ejs  ad'onbled.  That  each 
and  every  free  able-bodied  white  male  Citizen  of  the  rcfpcftive 
States,  refidcnt  therein,  who  is  or  (hall  he  of  the  Age  of  Eighteen 
Years,  and  under  the  Age  of  Forty-five  Yean  (except  as  is  hci-ciu 
after  excepted)  (hall  fcverally  and  refpcctivcly  be  enrolled  in  the 
Militia,  by  the  Captain  or  Commanding  Officer   of  the  Comi->any 

within 
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within  whofe  Bounds  fuch  Citizen  fliall  refide,  and  that  within 
Twelve  Months  after  the  pafljng  of  this  Aft.  And  it  fhall  at  all 
Times  hereafter  be  the  Duty  of  every  fuch  Captain  or  Comjtiand- 
ing  Officer  of  a  Company,  to  enrol  every  fuch  Citizen,  as  afore- 
faid,  and  alio  thofe  vi'ho  (hall,  from  Time  to  Time,  arrive  at 
the  Age  of  Eighteen  Years,  or  being  of  the  Age  of  Eighteen 
Years,  and  under  the  Age  of  Forty-five  Years  (except  as  before 
excepted)  (hall  come  to  refide  viritliin  bis  Bounds  ;  and  fhall  with- 
out Delay  notify  fuch  Citizen  of  the  faid  Enrolment,  by  a  pro- 
per non-commiflioned  Officer  of  the  Compaay,  by  whom  fuch 
Notice  may  be  proved.  That  every  Citizen  {b  enrolled  and  no- 
tified, fhall,  within  Six  Months  thereafter,  provide  himfclf  with  a 
good  Mufket  or  Firelock,  a  fufficient  Bayopet  and  Belt,  two  fpare 
Flints,  and  a  Knapfack,  a  Pouch,  with  a  Box  therein,  to  contain 
not  lefs  than  Twenty-four  Cartridges,  fuited  to  the  Bore  of  his 
Mufket  or  Firelock,  each  Cartridge  to  contain  a  proper  Quantity 
of  Powder  and  Ball  ;  or  with  a  good  Rifle,  Knapfack,  Shot-Pouch 
and  Powder-Horn,  Twenty  Balls  fuited  to  the  Bore  of  his  Rifle, 
and  a  Q^uarter  of  a  Pound  of  Powder  ;  and  fhall  appear,  £0  arm- 
ed, accoutred  and  provided,  when  called  out  to  exercife,  or  into 
Serv  ice,  except  that  when  called  out  on  Company  Days  to  exer- 
cife only,  he  may  appear  without  a  Knapfack.  That  the  com- 
miffioned  Officers  fhall  fcverally  be  armed  with  a  Sword  or  Hang- 
er and  Efpontoon,  and  that  from  and  after  Five  Years  from  the 
paffing  of  this  Ad,  all  Mufkets  for  arming  the  Militia,  as  herein 
required,  fhall  be  of  Bores  fufficient  for  Balls  of  the  Eighteenth 
Part  of  a  Pound.  And  everj'  Citizen  fo  enrolled,  and  provid- 
ing himfelf  with  Anns,  Ammunition  and  Accoutrements,  required 
as  aforefaid,  fhall  hold  the  fame  exempted  from  all  Suits,  Dii^ 
treffes,  Exectitions  or  Sales,  for  Debt,  or  for  the  Payment  of 
Taxes.* 

"  AND  be  it  furtker  Emdcd,  That  the  Vice-Prefident  of  the 
United  States;  the  Officers,  judicial  and  executive,  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States ;  the  Members  of  both  Houfes  of  Con- 
grcfe,  and  their  refpcftive  Officers  ;  all  Cuftem-Houfe  Officers, 
with  their  Clerks ;  all  Poft-Offi-cers,  and  Stage-Drivers,  who  are 
employed  in  the-  Care  and  Conveyance  of  the  Mail  of  the  Poft- 
Office  of  the  United  States;"  all  Ferrymen  employed  at  any  Ferry 
on  tlje  Poft-Road  ;  all  infpcsftors  of  Slxports ;  all  Pilots  ;  aU  Ma- 
riners aftually  employed  in  the  Sea  Service  of  any  Citizen  or 
MerchaJit  within  the  United  States  ;  and  all  Perfons  who  now  arc 
pr  jnay  hereafter  be  exempted  by  the  Laws  of  the  refpe£Uve 
States,  {hall  be  and  are  hereby  exempted  from  Militia  Duty,

"  /fND  be  njurther  Enaded,  That  witlun  One  Year  after  the 
palling  of  this  Aft,  the  ^'fllitia  of  the  refpeftive  States  fhall  be  ar- 
ranged into  Pivifions,  Brigades,  Regunents,  Battalions  and  Com- 
panies,   as    the  Legiflature    of  each  State  fhall    direft ;  and  each 

Divifion, 
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Divifion,  Brigade  and  Regiment,  ftiall  be  numbered  at  the  Forma- 
tion thereof,  and  a  Recorci  made  of  fuch  Numbers  in  the  Adju- 
tant-General's Office  in  the  State  ;  and  when  in  the  Field,  or  in 
Service  in  the  State,  each  Divifion,  Brigade  and  Regiment,  fhall 
refpe»5tively  take  Rank  according  to  their  Numbers,  reckoning 
the  firft  or  loweft  Number  highelt  in  Rank.  That  if  the  fame 
be  convenient,  each  Brigade  (hall  confift  of  Four  Regiments  ; 
each  Regiment  of  Tvi'o  Battalions  ;  each  Battalion  of  Five  Compa- 
nies ;  and  each  Company  of  Sixty-four  Privates.  That  the  laid 
Militia  fhall  be  officered  by  the  refpeftive  States  as  follows :  To 
each  Divifion  One  Major-General,  and  Two  Aids-de-Camp,  with 
the  Rank  of  Major ;  to  each  Brigade,  One  Brigadier-General,  with 
One  Brigade-Infpedlor,  to  fcrve  alfo  as  Brigade-Major,  with  the 
Rank  of  a  Majdr ;  to  eac)i  Regiment,  One.  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Commandant  ;  and  to  each  Battalion,  One  Major  ;  to  each  Com- 
pany, One  Captain,  One  Lieutenant,  One  Knfign,  Four  Sergeants, 
Four  Corporals,  One  Drummer,  and  One  Fifer  or  Bugler.  That 
there  fhall  be  a  regimental  Staff,  to  confift  of  One  Adjutant,  and 
One  Quartcr-Mafler,  to  rank  as  Lieutenants  ;  One  Pay-Mailer  ; 
One  Surgeon,  and  One  Surgeon's  Mate  ;  One  Sergeant-Major  ; 
One  Drum-Major,  and  One  Fife-Major. 

"   AN D  he  it  further  Enaded^  That  out  of  the  Militia  enrolled, 
as  is    herein  direded,   there  fhall  be  formed  for  each  Battalion  at 
leaft  One   Company  of  Grenadiers,  Light-Infanty  or  Rifiemcn;  and 
that  to  each  Divifion  there  fhall  be  at  leafl   One  Company    of  Ar- 
tillery, and  One  Troop  of  Horfe  :  There  fhall  be  to  earh  Compaxiy  of 
Artillery,  One  Captain,  Two  Lieutenants,  Four  Sergeants.  Four  Cor- 
porals, Six  Gunners,  Six  Bombardiers,  One  Drummer,  and  One  Fifer. 
The  Oflicers  to  be  armed  with   a  Sword  or  Hanger,   a  Full c,  Bay<3- 
ret    and    Belt,     with   a   Cartridge-Box    to    contain     'Iwclvc   Car- 
tridges ;  and  each   Private  or  Matrofs  fhall  furnifli  himfelf  with  all 
the   Equipments   of  a    Private  in  the  Infantry,    until  proper  Ord- 
r.ance   and  Field  Artillery  is   provided.     There    fliall  be    to  each 
Troop   of  Horfe,    One   Captain,   Two  Lieutenants,    One    Cornet, 
Four  Sergeants,  Four  Corporals,  One  Saddler,  One  Farrier,  and  Onii 
Trumpeter.     The  commilfioned  Officers  to  furnifh  themfch  cs  with 
good  Horfes  of  at  leafl  Fourteen  Hands  and   an  Half  high,  and  to  be 
armed  with  a  Sword  and  Pair  of  Piflols ,  the    Holflers  of  which 
to  be     covered     with   Bearfkin    Caps.     Each   Dragoon    to  furnifh 
himfelf  with  a  ferviceable  Horfe,   at  leaft    Fourteen  Hands  and  an 
Half  high,  a  good  Saddle,  Bridie,    Mail-Pillion   and    Valife,  Holf- 
ters,  and  a   Breaftplate   and  Crupper,    a  Pair  of  Boots  and  Spurs, 
a  Pair  of  Piftols,   a  Sabre,   and'  a  Cartouch-Box,  to  contain  Twelve 
Cartridges    for    Piftols  :    That    each   Company   of    Artillery   and 
Troop   of  Horfe   fhall  be   formed  of  Volunteers  from  tlic  Brigade, 
at   the  Dlfcrrtion  of  the  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  .State,  not  ex- 
ceeding One  Comjjany  of  each  to  a  Regiment,   nor  more  in  Num- 
ber  than    One  Eleventh    Part  of  the  Infantry,   and   fliall  be    uni- 
formly   cloathcd    in   Reginient.Us,  to   be    furniflicd   at  their  own 
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Exjience  ;  the  Colour  and  Fafliion  to  be  determined  by  the  Bri- 
gadier commanding  tlic  Brigade  to  which  they  belong. 

"  AND  be  it  further  EnaCled^  That  each  Battalion  and  Regiment 
Hiall  be  provided  with  the  State  and  regimental  Colours  by  the  Field 
Ofticers,  and  each  Company  with  a  Drum  and  Fife,  or  Bugle-Horn, 
by  the  commiflioned  Officers  of  the  Company,  in  fuch  Manner  as  the 
l^egiflature  of  tlie  relpective  States  Ihall  diretH:. 

'-'■AND  belt  further  Enaaed,  That  there  fhall  be  an  Adjutant- 
General  appointed  in  each  State,  whofe  Duty  it  (hall  be  to  diftri- 
butc  all  Orders  from  the  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  State  to  the 
leveral  Corps  ;  to  attend  all  public  Reviews  when  the  Commander 
in  Chief  of  the  State  fhall  review  the  Militia,  or  any  Part  thereof; 
to  obey  all  Orders  from  him  relative  to  carrying  into  Execution  and 
perfcc4ing  the  Syftem  of  military  Difcipline  eftablifhed  by  this  k&.  ; 
to  fiirnifh  blank  Forms  of  different  Returns  that  may  be  required, 
and  to  explain  the  Principles  on  which  they  Qiould  be  made  ;  to  re- 
ceive from  the  feveral  Officers  of  the  different  Corps  throughout  the 
State,  Returns  of  the  Militia  under  their  Command,  reporting  the 
actual  Situation  of  their  Arms,  Accoutrements  and  Ammunition,  their 
Delinquencies,  and  every  other  Thing  which  relates  to  the  general 
Advancement  of  good  Order  and  Difcipline  :  All  which  the  leveral 
Officers  of  the  Divifions,  Brigades,  Regiments  and  Battalions,  are 
hereby  required  to  make  in  the  ufual  Manner,  lb  that  the  faid  Adju- 
t:ii»t-General  may  be  duly  furnifhed  therewith;  from  all  which  Re- 
turns, he  ffiall  make  proper  Abftrafts,  and  lay  the  fame  annually  be- 
fore  the  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  State. 

'■^  AND  be  it  further  Enndled,  That  the  Rules  of  Difcipline  ap- 
proved and  eftablifhed  by  Congrefs,  in  their  Refolutions  of  theTwcn- 
ty-nintli  oi  March ^  One  Thoul'and  Seven  Hundred  and  Seventy-nine, 
Ihall  be  the  Rules  of  Difcipline  to  be  obferved  by  the  Militia  through- 
t)ut  the  United  States,  except  fuch  Deviations  from  the  faid  Rules 
ns  may  be  rendered  neceflfary  by  the  Requiiitions  of  this  Aft,  or  fome 
otlicr  unavoidable  Circumflances.  It  fliall  be  the  Duty  of  the  Com- 
manding Officer  at  every  Mufter,  whether  by  Battalion,  Regiment, 
or  linpjlc  Company,  to  caufe  the  Militia  to  be  exercifed  and  trained 
agreeably  to  the  laid  Rules  of  Difcipline. 

"^  N  D  be  it  further  Ena^fcd,  That  all  commiffioned  Officers  fhall 
take  Rank  according  to  the  Date  of  their  Commiffions  ;  and  when 
Two  of  tlie  fame  Grade  bear  an  equal  Date,  then  the  Rank  to  be  de- 
termined hv  Lot,  to  be  drawn  by  them  before  the  Commanding  Offi- 
cer of  the  Brigade,    Regiment,    Battalion,  Company  or Detacliment, 

"  AND  be  it  further  EnaCled^  That  if  any  Perfon,  whether  Officer 
or  Soldier,  belonging  to  the  Militia  of  any  State,  and  called  out  into 
the  Service- of  the  United  States,  be  wounded  or  diiabled  wliile  in 
accual  Service,  he  ffiall  be  taken  Care  of  and  provided  for  at  the 
public  Expence. . 
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^^  A  N  D  be  it  further  EnaOed,  That  it  fliall  be  the  Duty  of  the 
Brigade-Infpeftor,  to  attend  the  regimental  and  Battalion  Meetings 
of  the  Militia  compofing  their  fevcral  Brigades,  during  the  Time  of 
their  being  imder  Arms  ;  to  infpe*.T:  their  Arms,  Ammunition  and  Ac- 
coutrements; fuperintend  their  Exercife  and  Manoeuvres,  and  intro- 
duce the  Syftem  of  military  Difcipline  before  defcribed  throughout 
the  Brigade,  agreeable  to  Law,  and  fuch  Orders  as  they  fhall,  from 
Time  to  Time,  receive  from  the  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  State  - 
to  make  Returns  to  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  State,  at  leafl  once  in 
every  Year,  of  the  Militia  of  the  Brigade  to  which  he  belongs,  re- 
porting therein  the  aocual  Situation  of  the  Arms,  Accoutrements  and 
Ammunition,  of  the  feveral  Corps,  and  every  other  Thing  which  in 
his  Judgment  may  relate  to  their  Government,  and  the  general  Ad- 
vancement of  good  Order  and  military  Difcipline;  and  the  Adjutant- 
General  fhall  make  a  Return  of  all  the  Militia  of  the  State,  to  the 
Commander  in  Chief  of  the  faid  State,  and  a  Duplicate  of  the  fame  to 
the  Prefident  of  the  United  States. 

*'  ANDwhereas  fundry  Corps  of  Artillery,  Cavalry  and  Infantrjs 
now  exift  in  feveral  of  the  faid  States,  which  by  the  Laws,  Cuftoms 
or  Ufages  thereof,  have  not  been  incorporated  with  or  fubjeft  to  the 
general  Regulations  of  the  Militia  : 

"  5  £  it  further  Enaded,  That  fuch  Corps  retain  their  accuftom- 
ed  Privileges,  fubject,  nevcrthelefs,  to  all  other  Duties  required  by 
this  Aft  in  like  Manner  with  the  other  Militia." 

Section  \.  And  whereas  the  Refervations  contained  in  the  faid 
Conftitution,  relative  to  the  Militia  of  the  States  refpedxivcly,  render 
it  ncceflary  that  Provifion  ftiould  be  made  in  the  Premifes  by  the  Le- 
giflaturc  of  this  State  : 

B  E  it  therefore  Enaded  by  this  General  AfTembly,  and  by  the 
Authoritv  thereof  it  is  liereby  Enaded^  That  the  whole  IVIilitia  of  this 
State  fhall  be  arranged  into  One  Divifion  ;  that  the  faid  Divifion  ftiall 
conftitute  Four  Brigades  ;  that  the  Militia  in  the  Coimtics  of  A'tu'- 
fort  and  Brijiol  ftiali  form  One  Brigade,  the  Militia  in  the  County 
of  Providence  One  Brigade,  the  Militia  in  the  County  of  IVaJhington 
One  Brigade,  and  the  Militia  in  the  County  of  Kent  One  Brigade  : 
That  the  Brigade  in  the  Counties  of  Newport  and  BriJlol  (hall  confift 
of  Four  Regiments,  the  Brigade  in  the  County  of  Providence  of 
Seven  Regiments,  the  Brigade  in  the  Connty  of  fVnfunoton  of  Four 
Regiments,  and  the  Brigade  in  the  County  of  Kent  of  Three  Regi- 
ments :  That  each  Regiment,  whofe  Numbers,  in  the  Opijiion  of 
the  Field  Officers,  will  admit  of  it,  fhall  be  divided  into  Two  Bat- 
talions ;  and  that  the  faid  Militia  fhall  be  divided  into  Clalfes,  under 
the  Denominations  of  Senior  Clafs  and  Infantry. 

Section  2.  u4nd  it  is  frthcr  Enaded  by  the  Authority  afcrcfaid^ 
That  the  Regiments  of  Infantry  be  conftituted  as  follows,   to  wit : 
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That  the  Towns  of  T/m/'or/,  Port/mouthy   NewShoreJiam,  Jameflmon 
and  Middletoivn^  conflitute  One  llcgiment  •  and  the  Towns  of  Tiver- 
ton and  Little-Covipton   One  liegiment ;  that  the  Towns  of  Brijlot 
IVarren  and  Barrington,  conftitute  One  Regiment ;  that  the  Towns 
of  Providence  and  North-Providence   conftitute  One   Regiment,  the 
Towns  of  Smithfield  and   Cumberland  One  Regiment,  the  Town  of 
Sciluate  One  Regiment,  the  Town  of  Clocejler  One  Regimen^  the 
Towns  of  Cranfton   and  Johnjlon  One  Regiment ;  that  the  Towns 
IVeJlerly^  Charlejloivn  and  Hopkinton^  conllitute  One  Regiment  ;  the 
Towni  of  North-KmgJlo'Kun    and    Exeter   One  Regiment,   and   the 
Towns  of  South-King  flown  and  Richmond  One  Regiment ;  and  that 
the  Towns  of  fVarwick  and  Eafl-Creemvich   conflitute  One  Regi- 
ment, and  the  Towns  of  IVeft-Greercwich  and  Coventry  One  Regi- 
ment. 

Section  3.  And  it  is  further  t.naCied  by  the  Authority  aferefaid. 
That  there  be  Four  Companies  of  Infantry  in  the  Town  of  Newport, 
Five  in  the  Town  of  Providence,  Two  in  the  Town  of  Port/mouth, 
Three  in  the  Town  of  fVarivick,  Four  in  the  Town  of  IVeJlerly^ 
One  in  the  Town  of  Nevj-Shoreham,  Four  in  the  Town  of  Norths 
King  flown.  Four  in  the  Town  of  South-Kingjlown,  Two  in  the  Town 
of  Eafl-Creenwichy  One  in  the  Town  of  jameflown,  Tliree  in  the 
Town  oi Smithfield,  Your  m  xhcTo-wn  o( Scituate,  Six  in  the  Town 
of  Glocefier,  Two  in  the  Town  of  Charlejloivn,  Three  in  the  Town 
oi  lVeJi-Gi\'einvich,  Four  in  the  Town  oi  Coventry,  Three  in  the 
Town  of  Exeter,  One  in  the  Town  of  Middletown,  One  in  the  Town 
of  Briflol,  Three  in  the  Town  of  Tiverton,  Two  in  the  Town  of 
Liltle-Compton,  Two  in  the  Town  of  IVarren,  Three  in  the  Town 
of  Cumberland,  Two  in  the  Town  of  Richmond,  Three  in  the  Town 
of  Cranfton,  Four  in  the  Town  of  Hopkinton,  Four  in  the  Town 
of  Johnjlon,  Two  in  the  Town  of  North-Providence,  One  in  the 
Town  of  Barrington,  and  Four  in  the  Town  of  Fofler ;  and  that 
the  aforcfaid  Divifion,  Brigades,  Regiments,  Battalions  and  Com- 
panies, be  officered  agreeably  to  the  above  recited  A(fl  of  Congrels, 
and  engaged  according  to  Law. 

Section  4.  And  it  is  further  EnaCted  by  the  Authority  afore/aid. 
That  in  Addition  to  the  Perfons  exempted  from  military  Duty  by 
the  AtH;  of  tlie  United  States  herein  before  recited,  there  fhall  be 
and  hereby  are  exempted  by  this  A61  from  fuch  Duty,  either  in 
the  Regiments  of  Senior  Clafs  or  Infantry,  the  following  Perlbns, 
to  wit :  The  Members  of  both  Houfes  of  the  Legiflature,  the  Juftices 
of  the  Superior  Court  of  Judicature,  tlie  Juftices  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas,  the  Secretary,  the  Attorney-General,  the  General 
Treafurer,  One  Ferryman  to  each  ftated  Ferry,  the  Minifters  and 
Teachers  of  each  Church  or  Congregation,  the  Prefident,  Profeflbrs^ 
Tutors,  Students  and  Steward  of  Rhode-IJland  College,  and  all 
Perfons  who  are  confcientioufly  fcrupulous  againft  bearing  Arms, 
and  who  fliall  produce  to  the  Captain  in  whofe  Diftrit^  they  refidc 
Certificates  of  their  belonging  to  the  Society  of  Friends,  from  the 
Clerk  of  their  Meeting,  or  fhall  make  Affirmation,  before  either  of 
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the  Juftices  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Judicature,  or  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas,  of  their   being  thus  confcientioufly  fcrupulous   as 
aforelaid,  and  produce  a  Certificate  that  they  have  lb  affirmed. 

Section  5".  Provided  nevertheUJs ^  and  it  is  further  Enntled  by  the 
Authority  aforefaid^  That  all  Perfons  who  are  or  (hall  hereafter  be 
exempted  from  military  Service  as  in  the  preceding  Se£lion,  and 
Jhall  not  perform  the  fame  as  direfted  by  this  Aol,  except  as  is 
herein  after  excepted,  fhall  pay  for  fuch  Exemption,  and  as  an 
Equivalent  for  the  faid  Services,  the  Sum  of  Twelve  Shillings  annual- 
ly ;  that  the  fame  be  paid  into  the  Town-Treafuries  of  the  relpec- 
tive  Towns,  for  the  Ufe  of  the  State,  to  be  appropriated  as  the 
General  Aflembly  Ihall  direft:  That  the  Commanding  Officers  of 
the  feveral  Companies  return  a  Lift  of  all  thofe  Perfons  to  the 
Town-Treafurers  of  their  refpecftive  Towns,  who  are  hereby  em- 
powered and  diretSted  toiffiue  their  Warrants  within  1  en  Days  to 
the  Town-Sergeants  of  their  refpedive  Towns,  commanding  them 
to  collctft  and  pay  the  fame  into  the  Town-Treafury  within  Forty 
Days :  And  that  the  Town-Treafurer  of  each  Town  make  true 
Returns  of  the  Sums  of  Money  fo  coUedled  to  the  General  Afiem- 
bly  annually j  at  the  General  Eleftion.  Provided  furtha-.  That 
every  fettled  Minifter  of  each  Church  and  Congregation,  the  Prcfi- 
dent,  ProfefTors,  Tutors,  Students,  and  Steward  of  FJiode-Ifland 
College,  (hall  be  exempted  from  paying  the  faid  Equivalent. 

Section  6.  And  it  is  further  Enadcd  by  the  Authority  efcrefeid. 
That  all  Perfons  of  tlie  following  Deibiptions  be  exeiriptcd  from 
lervmg  in  the  Regiments  of  Infantry,  to  xuit:  All  Perfons  who 
iuYC  fcrvcd  or  been  in  the  Place  of  General  Officers,  Judiccs  ot 
the  Peace  or  other  commiffioned  Officers,  the  High  SlicriiTof  each 
County  when  in  Office,  all  fworn  Practitioners  in  the  Law,  Phyli- 
cians,  Surgeons,  Apothecaries,  One  Miller  to  each  Grift-Mill,  Town- 
Council-Men,  Town-Treafurers,  Town-Clerks  and  Town-Ser- 
geants, while  ferving  in  their  rclpedlive  Stations. 

Section  7.  And  it  is  further  Eiia^ed  by  the  Authority  afore- 
ftud^  That  all  Perfons  exempted  as  in  the  laft  preceding  Secflion 
be  formed  into  a  leparatc  Corps,  to  be  known  and  called  by  the  Name 
of  Senior  Clafs,  in  the  feveral  Brigades  to  whole  Diftrids  they 
appcrtum  5  and  that  they  be  officered  in  the  fame  Manner  as  the 
Regiments  and  Companies  of  Infantry,  and  be  fubjcct  to  the  fame 
Regulations,  except   as  to  the  Times  of  muftering  and  training. 

Section  8.  -  And  it  is  further  Enaded  by  the  Authority  afure- 
faid.  That  the  Senior  Clafs  of  the  Town  of  Providence  confti- 
tute  One  Company,  that  of  the  Town  of  Cranjlon  One  Compa- 
ny, that  of  the  Town  of  "Johnflun  One  Company,  that  of  the 
Town  of  North-Providence  One  Company,  that  of  the  Town  of 
Smtthjield  One  Company,  that  of  the  Town  of  Cumberland  One 
Company,  that   of  the  Town   of  Satuate    One  Company,  that  of 
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the  Town  of  Glocejier  One  Company,  that  of  the  Town  of  Fojier 
One  Company  ;  which  faid  Companies  fhall  form  One  Regunent : 
That  the  Senior  Clafs  in  the  Town  of  Pf^ejlerly  conftitute  One 
Company,  that  of  the  Town  of  Charleftoivn  One  Company,  that 
of  the  Town  of  Hopkinton  One  Company,  that  of  the  Town  of 
North-Kingjlown  One  Company,  that  of  the  Town  of  Exeter 
One  Company,  that  of  the  Town  of  South-Kingftown  One  Com- 
pany, that  of  the  Town  of  Richmond  One  Company  ;  which 
faid  Companies  (hall  be  formed  into  One  Regiment  ;  That 
the  Senior  Clals  in  the  Towns  of  Brifiol^  IVarren  and  Bar- 
rington^  conftitute  One  Company ;  that  of  the  Town  of  Tiverton 
One  Company,  that  of  the  Town  of  Little-Compton,  One  Com- 
pany, that  of  the  Towns  of  Newport  and  JamejUown  One  Com- 
pany, that  of  the  Towns  of  Port/mouth  and  Middletown  One 
Company  ;  which  Companies  fhall  be  formed  into  One  Regi- 
ment ;  And  that  the  Senior  Clafs  in  the  Towns  of  ff^arwick 
and  Eafi-Creewwich  conftitute  One  Company,  that  of  the  Town 
of  tVeJi-Greenwich  One  Company,  and  that  of  the  Town  of  Co- 
ventry One  Company ;  which  Companies  ftiall  be  formed  into 
One  Regiment.  And  the  faid  leveral  Corps  of  Senior  Clafs  ftiall 
be  officered  in  the  like  Manner  as  is  prefcribed  by  the  faid  Ad  of 
Congrefs. 

.  Sectton  9.  ^nd  it  is  furthtr  Enaiied  by  the  Authority  ajore- 
faidy  That  it  fliall  be  the  Duty  of  the  Commanding  Officers  of 
Companies  of  every  Defcription  in  this  State,  on  or  before  the 
Firft  Day  of  June  next,  to  enrol  every  able-bodied  white  male 
Citizen  belonging  to  their  faid  Companies,  and  to  notify  fuch  Per- 
fbns  of  their  Enrolment  by  a  proper  non-commiflioned  Officer  of 
fuch  Company  :  And  that  the  faid  Commanding  Officers  make 
a  Return  of  the  fame  to  the  Commandants  of  the  Regiments  to 
which,  they  refpeftively  belong,  who  fhall  make  Returns  of  their 
refpetftive  Regiments,  to  the  Brigadier-Generals.  And  where  faid 
Companies  are  not  attached  to  any  Regiment,  Returns  fhall  be 
made  to  the  Adjutant-General  within  Twenty  Days  after  fuch  En- 
rolment. And  it  fhall  be  the  Duty  of  the  Brigade-Major  of  fuch 
Brigade,  from  fuch  Returns  to  form  a  Brigade  Return,  and  fend 
the  fame  to  the  Adjutant-General,  on  or  before  the  Fifteenth  Day 
of  September  next,  whp  fhall,  from  the  feveral  Returns  thus  made, 
form  a  general  Return,  and  prefent  the  fame  to  his  Excellen- 
cy the  Governor  on  or  before  the  Firft  Day  of  0£iober  next. 

Section  io.  And  it  is  further  EnaCledhy  the  Authority  afore- 
faid^  That  every  Corporal  who  fhall  negleft  to  warn  the  Men 
to  appear  at  every  Rendezvous  mentioned  in  this  A<St,  when  there- 
unto required  as  aforefaid,  without  fufficient  Excufe,  fhall  for- 
feit the  Sum  of  Txuelve  Shillings^  Lawful  Money :  That  every 
non-commiflioned  Officer  or  Private  who  fhall  negleft  to  appear 
at  the  regimental  Rendezvous,  fhall  forfeit  the  Sum  of  Six  Shillings^ 
and  for  every  Day  he  fhall  negled  to  appear  at  the  Company 
Parade,  he  fliall  forfeit  Four  Shillings  and  Sixpence.  And  if  he  flialJ 
not  be  armed    and  equipped  according  to  the  faid  A<5t  of  Con- 
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gre(s,  when  ib  aj^ariag,  without  fufficient  Exciife,  he  fhaijt,   fat 
appearing  without  a   Gun,  forfeit  One  Shilling  end  Sixpence  ;  with- 
out a  Bayonet  and  Belt,   Sixpence  ;  without  a  Cartouch-Box  ar.d 
Cai'tridges,   Sixpence ;  without  a   Knaplkek,  Thretpence  ;  and  w  ith- 
out   Fiints,   Priming-Wire  and  Bruin,   'Threepence.     Provided   al- 
ways, that  none   of  the  Fines  aforeiaid,    nor    any   other  except 
thofe  mentioned   in  the  Fifteenth  Sertion  of  this  Ai5f,  fhall  be  le- 
vied  on  any  Delinquent  until   after  the  Inspiration  of  Ten  Days 
from   the   Time  of  foch   Delinquency,    nor  then,   if  the  Tcwn- 
Councils  of  the  refpe<ftive  Towns  to  which  fueh  Delinquents  may 
belong  (hall  have  determined  that  the  faid  Delinquents   as  e  uTjable 
to    proviide   themfelves  with  Arms.     And   all  FiiKvS   which  fach 
Captain,   or    Cc«ijmanding  Officer  of  the   Company,  fhall  deter"

for  Want   thereof,    by  Imprifonment,    until  fueh  Fine   and   Cofl 
fhall   be  paid :  That  in    cafe   any  fueh   Defaulter   fliaU   live  with 
his  Father  or  Mother,  or  fhall  be  an  Apprentice  or  indented  Ser- 
vant, the  Mafter    or  Miftrefs,    Father   or.   Mother  (as    !he   Cafe 
may  be)  fhall    be  liable  to  pay  fueh  Fine,  with  Coft ;  in  Default 
of  which  Payment,   the  faid  Sergeant;  or   Corporal  (hall  levy  the

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Regiment  or  Battalion :  That  all  Regiments  of  Senior  Clafs  fhall 
mecc  in  Companies  Onc€  in  every  TVo  Years,  for  the  Purpofe  of 
training,  difcipliriing  and  improving  them  in  martial  Excrcife  ;  And 
that  the  Places  of  .•endezvoufing  by  Companies  be  appointed  by  the 
Camaianding  Officers  of  the  rcfpe^ivc  Companies  :  The  Places 
of  Regimental  or  Bftttalion  Rendezvous,  by  the  Commandnntt  of 
the  Regiments  refpe^tively ;  the  Times  of  rendezvoufing  by  Com- 
panies, by  the  refpe<ftjve  Commandants  of  the  Regiments  ;  and  the 
Times  of  Regimental  or  Battalion  Rendezvous,  by  the  refpeiltivc  Bri-' 
gadiers  :  And  that  any  Officer  who  fliall  negleft  cr  refufe  to  appear  as 
aforclaid  with  his  Company,  when  duly  notified,  and  not  having 
fufiicient  Excule,  (hftll  be  tried  by  a  Court-Martiiil  j  and  if  found 
guiSty,  fhall  be  broke  and  reduced  to  the  Ranks.  -  Provided  never- 
thetefsj  that  the  Militia  of  New-Shovehatn  fnaU  not  be  obliged  to  tcr- 
dczvoos  in  Battalion,  but  in  Company  only,  and  then  or*  tht  liiand 
of  Block- I/land. 

■SECTiONig.  Wtid  it  is  further  Enabled hy  the  .Authority  afirifrndy 
That  whenever  the  Commanding  Officer  of  any  Company  fliali  re- 
ceive Orders  fro.-n  the  Brigadier  of  tiie  Diftrift  In  which  he  refides,  or 
the  Comnsandant  of  the  Regiment  (except  in  Cafes  of  Alarm)  helliall

On  the  Eighth  Day  o^ May,  A.  D.  1794,  the  faid  Ship  arrived  in 
the  Harbour  or  Pono(  Newport,  in  the  State  of  Rhode-lfianJ,  and 
Providence-Plantations.  On  the  fame  Day,  the  Commander  of  the 
faid  Ship  made  Application  to  the  General  Affembly  of  the  faid 
State,  then  in  ScITion  zt'Newport,  aforefaid,  for  Liberty  to  purchafe 
Supplies  of  Provifions  for  the  People  on  board  of  her.  The  Gen- 
eralAflembly  immediately  took  the  Application  into  Confideration, 
but  during  the  Progrcfs  of  that  Bufinefs,  they  were  informed  there 
were  Thirteen  American  Citizens,  detained  on  board  the  faid  Ship 
gainft  their  Conient,  Three  of  whicli  had  been  impreffed  in  the 
^y eft-Indies  ;  and  that  great  Anxiety  was  occafioned  thereby  in  the 
Minds  of  the  People,  The  General  AlTembly  immediately  pro- 
ceeded to  Meafurcs  fo^  inveftigiting  the  Fafts,  and  fent  a  Mefiage 
to  Captain  Baynton,  then  on  Shore,  requeuing  his  Attendance  be- 
fore them.  The  Captain  immediately  attended  with  his  Lieuten- 
ant. The  Aflembly  allp  requefted  all  the  Judges  of  the  Superior 
Court,  being  then  prefent,  together  with  the  Judge  of  the  DiflriA 
Court,  to  confer  with  the  faid  Officers  on  the  Subject ;  to  acquaint 
them  with  the  Information  they  had  received,  the  Uncafinefs  it  had 
occafioned,  and  of  their  Expedlation,  that  if  there  were  any  Ameri- 
can Citizens  on  board  their  Ship,  th&y  would  be  immediately  re- 
Itafedj  and  if  refufed  to  advife  the  General  Aflembly  of  the  Mca- 
fures  that  might  be  legally  purfued,  to  obtain  theDifcharge  of  the 
/fw2m<riJ«jfo  detained.  The  Judges  accordingly  met  the  faid  Of- 
ficers in  the  Council  Chamber,  where  jhe  faid  Officers  with  Mr. 
Thomas  tV.  Moore,  the  Britijh  Vicc-Conful,  were  waiting  upon  the 
Requeft  of  the  General  Aflembly.  The  Jlidges  acquainted  them 
with  the  Information  which  had  been  received,  andexpreflcd  their 
Wifhes  that  they  would  afford  the  fullcft  Satisfadion  with  Regard 
to  the  Fafls.  The  Captain  declared  there  were  none  on  board  of 
that  Defcription,  at  lead  within  his  Knowledge,  and  fo  declared  the 
Lieutenant :  The  Captain  added,  that  he  did  not  choofcto  take  fuch 
Seamen  on  board,  that  he  never  prcflcd  luch,  and  rcquelled  their 
Names.  The  Judges  told  him  they  were  not  able  to  give  their 
Names.  He  appeared  altogether  to  doubt  the  Faft.  Hereupon 
"John  Carr,  Guuner  of  the  Fort,  was  called  upon,  who,  on  folemn 
Oath  declared,  that  he  enquired  of  One  of  the  Ship's  Barge-Men  if 
there  were  any  Americans  on  board  the  faid  Ship,  who  anfwcred  that 
there  were  Thirteen,  Ten  of  which  had  voluntarily  entered  on  board; 
and  that  the  Three  others  had  been  prefled.  The  Captain  dill  ap- 
peared to  difbelieve  the  Matter.  It  was  then  propofed  to  him,  that, 
to  fatisfy  himfclf  and  the  Authority,  he-  would  permit  a  Gentleman 

or 
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or  TwO)  v/ith  himfclf,  or  his  Lieutenant,  to  go  on  I^oard,  and  there 
make  the  neceflfary  Enquiry  :  That  if  there  (houid  be  American  Q\- 
tizens  on  board,  it  was  prclumed  he  would  not  hefltate  todilcharge 
them  ;  if  there  were  none,  the  public  IVlind  would  be  at  Eafe,  and 
mutual  Confidence  would  be  reftored.     He  agreed  to  the  Propriety 
of  difmifTing  fuch,  if  on  board,   and  at  firfl.  agreed  to  the  Propol'al, 
but  on  fomething  being  dropped  by  theVicc-Conful,/o  wit :  "  The 
Ship  to  be  fearched",  he  withdrew  hisAflent,and  declared  he  could  by 
no  Mckns  confcnt  to  the.Propofition.  Mucli  Argument  was  ufed  to 
convince  him  of  the  Propriety  of  it,  or  that  he  ought  to  point  out  foinc 
Way  to  come  at  the  Truth,   but  to  no  Purpofe  ;  he  thought  hi» 
Word  fufficient :  It  was  obfervcd  to  him,  that  it  was  not  prclumed 
he  would  undertake  pofitively  to  deny  the  Faft,  fince  the  Informa- 
tion came  from  his  own  People,  and  it  was  not  probable  he  could  be 
certain  of  the  Fadt.     He  replied,  that  he  would  not  fay  pofitively, 
be  he  was  very  qonfidcnt  there  were  none  fuch,  and  that  the  Infor- 
mation was  groundlefs.     Itwasobferved  tohim,   that  he  muft  be 
fcnfible  that  Kind  of  Argument  would  give  no  Satisfaftion  ;  it  was 
wifhed  to  conduct  towards  him  with  the  utinoft  Candour,  and  that  he 
would  exhibit  the  fame :  It  was  highly  reafonable  that  the  Authori- 
ty (hould  be  fatisfied  :  It  was  prefumed  that  the  Britijh  Govern- 
ment would  upon  a  like  Occafion  fliew  the  fame  Solicitude  for  the 
Relief  of  their  Subjedls,  and  were  poflcffed  of  fufficient  Spirit  to  ob- 
tain entire  Satisfadion  -,  that  he  muft  cxpcft  it  would  be  exerted 
here  if  we  were  reduced  to  the  Neceflity  j  but  it   was  ftill   to   be 
wifhed  he  would  obviate  that  NecefTity  by  a  ready  Compliance  with 
the  Propofition,  or  by    propofing   fomething  equally  fatisfaftory. 
He  replied,  he  could  do  nothing  further,  was  furprifed  at  being  thus 
called  upon  this  Bufinefs,  afked  if  he  was  a  Prifoncr,  and  appeared 
to  be  going  out  of  the  Room  :  He  was  told  he  was  not  a  Pnfoner, 
and  that  no  Meafure  of  that  Kind  had  been  taken.     It  was  propofed 
that  the  Judges  would  leave  the  Room  to  the  Officers,  with  the  Vicc- 
Conful,  in  order  that,  as  much  had  been  faid,  they  might  further  de- 
liberate on  the  Matter,  and  confult  what  might  conduce  moft  to  a 
fair  and  juft  Settlement  of  the  Bufinefs.     This  was  refufed,  and  the 
Captain  and  Lieutenant,  both  againfl  the   Advice  of  the  Judgesj 
burftoutofthe  Room,  but  inflantly  returned,  declaring  they  were 
flopped  by  the  People  in  the  Lobby,  who  were  there  in  great  Num- 
bers, and  that  they  were  under  Apprehenfion  of  Danger.  The  Lieu- 
tenant faid  he  was  kicked.  It  was  afked  him  with  Earneflnefs  "  was 
you  kicked  ?"  Heanfwered  "No,  but  what  was  next  to  it,  he  was 
jammed  up."     They  were  defired  to  be  compofed  and  fit  down  ;  ic 
was  wifhed  they  had  -taken  Advice,  for  while  with  the  Judges   they 
fliould  be  proteftcd.  The  Captain  again  declared  that  he  could  not 
comply  with  the  Propofal  made,  or  give  further  Satisfaftion  than  he 
bad,  as  to  the  Americans  faid  to  be  on  board  his  Ship.     Informa- 
tion was  then  given  to  the  General  AfiTembly  of  the  Proceedings  had 
thus  far  :  When  they  pafTed  the  following  Rcfolution,  to  wit  :*

The  Officers  were  informed  of  this  Ad  of  the  General  AfTembly, 
and  fqcn  after  a  Converfat.'.on  more  cool  and  candid,  took  Place. 
The  Captain  ccnfcnied  that  the  Committee  appointed  by  the 
Afiembly,  might  go  on  board  his  Ship ;  the  Vice-Conful  a- 
grced  to  go  with  them  ;  and  the  Captain  fenc  a  Letter  (which  he 
firft  fliewed  the  Judges)  to  the  commanding  Officer  on  board, dirccfl- 
ing  him  to  give  the  Committee  all  the  SatisfaiElion  in  his  Power  as  to 
there  being  any  Americans  on  board.  The  Committee  proceeded  on 
board,  with  thcVice-Conful,  iind  were  received  with  the  utmoft  Po 
litenefs.  The  Books  and  Lifts  of  Men  were  fhrwn  ;  and  the  Peoplt 
called  upon  to  declare  whether  there  were  any  /Jmericans  iinwilhng 
to  remain  on  board.  Six  appeared,  as  by  the  following  Copy, 
taken  by  the  Committee  from  the  Shipping-Book  itfclf,  and  by  theif 
Own  Declaration,  to  be  Americans,  to  wit :

N.  B.  Thu  Entries  appeared  to  be  made  by  fome  Officer  of  the 
Ship,  and  no  Signature  of  the  Sailors. 

The  Captain,  upon  Infpedion  of  the  Report,  immediately  de- 
clared that  he  was  furprifed ;  that  Four  of  them  he  now  believed  were 
ylmericans,  but,  however,  he  was  willing  the  Six  fhould  be  brought 
on  Shore  ;  and  that  as  manv  as  were  ylmericans,  he  would  immedi- 
ately difcharge.  His  Barge  went  again  Qfl  board  with  bis  written 
Orders,  as  foUgws,  to  mt  :

Send  the  Six  Men  on  Shore  to  be  examined  immediately.

Mr.  Thomas  to  come  on  Shore  to  take  Care  of  the  Boat,  and  not 
to  leave  her. 

The  Six  Sailors  were  foon  brought  on  Shore.  The  Officers  were 
convinced  that  they  were  all  Americans  ;  and  the  Captain  agreed 
that  they  might  go  where  they  pleafed,  and  that  in  the  Morning  he 
would  fend  their  Cloathing  on  Shore,  give  them  written  Difcharges, 
and  Certificates  for  their  Wages,  and  the  Vicc-Conful  freely  offered 
to  take  them,  and  give  the  Sailors  the  Money  for  them.  Whereup- 
on entire  good  Humour  appeared  to  be  fully  reftored  -,  and  the  Of* 
fiters  with  the  Vtce-Conful  retired. 

In  the  Morning  the  Captain  fent  an  Officer  on  Shore,  who  fully 
completed  the  Bufinefs  agreeably  to  the  Captain's  Agreement.  The 
Certificates  were  in  the  following  Form,  to  wit : 

These  are  to  certify  the  Honorable  the  Principal  Officers  and 
CommifTioners  of  his  Majefty's  Navy,  that  Samuel  Brown  fervcd  as 
able  Seaman,  on  board  his  Majefty's  Sloop  Nautilus,  under  my 
Command,  from  the  ad  Day  o^  December,  1793,  to  the  Date  hereof, 
■when  he  was  difchargcd  ;  he  being  a  Subjeft  of  the  United  States  of 
America  ;  and  that  there  hath  been  charged  againft  him  on  the 
Ship's  Books,  the  Sum  of  Two  Pounds  Eighteen  Shillings  and  Eight 
Pence. 

Given  under  my  Hand,  on  board  the  faid  Sloop,  at  iVirw- 
port,  Rbode-JJlandithe  9th  Day  of  May,  1794.
